The German war office admitted
this afternoon that British {troops
ponetrated Tronea wood, north of the
river.

Berlin also ndmits that the French
penetrated the village of Biaches, less
than two miles from the city of Per-,

Paris, July 10,—French (troops
preased closer to the rallway town of
Peronne, the Immediate objective oy
thelr great offensive, in furious Aght-
Ing south of the Somme last night,
capturing a German line of trenches
in the region of Barleux, southwest of
Peroane,

At the same time the French broke
out with an attack In the Champagne
reglon, capturing German trenches
wesl of Butle Ie Meanil on a 500-
yard front after three attacks,

The successful attack in the Cham-
pagne reglon, where there has been
little Nghting In several weeks, ap-
parently was a diverslon o prevent
the Germans from gending reinforce-
ments from that front to the Somme
battle ground. The war office, In an-
nouncing these galns today reported
u Iull on the French front north of
the Somme during 1ast night.

By advacing In the region of Bar-
lenx, the Frenoh Iast night brought
up thelr right wing to within two
m!les of the Somme south of Peronne,

STATENENT NALE
BY COMMANDER
OF DEUTSCHLAND

Baltimore, July 10—In a formal
statement at mnoon today, Captain
Paul Koenlg, commander of the giant
Deutschland, declared the vessel
which arrived In ‘Baltimore today will
be followed soon by others. The first
of these, he sald, will be the Bremen.

He brought a valuable eargo of
dyestuffs, he sald, for “our American
friends.”

The statement follows:

“The submarine ©Deutschiand,
which I have the honor te command,
is the first of several submarines bailt
to the order of the Deutsche Omean
'Rhelderel G. M, B, H., of Bremen,
which will be followed by the
Bremen shortly.

“The idea of the bullding of this
submarine emansted from Mr, Al-
fred Lohmann, the presidemt of the
Bremen chamber of commerce. He
brought his idea in the fall of japt
year, confidentially, before a small
circle of friends, and the Idea was
taken up at once, A company was
formed under the name of ‘Demtache
Owean Rhederel G. M. B, H.,’ and the
Germaniowerlt, Kiel, was entrusted
with the bublding of the submarines.

“The board of directors ls com-

dent'of the Board; Mr. PhilHp Henne-
ken, general manager of the Nerth
German-<Lloyd; Mr. Kommersienrat;
P. M, Herrmann, manager of the
Deutsche bank. Mr. Carl Stapel-
feldt, manager of the North German-
Lioyd, has taken over the manage-
ment of the company.
